Chicago, April 8.—Sharp increases 
in (lit? rce in Chicago are warnings of j 
a low status of thrift, notwithstand­ 
ing garbage figures which go to show 
housewives of all the other big cities 
of the country are more extravagant 
with food supplies than are Chicago’s. 
Are the men the wasteful culprits? 
The analysis of a recent report shows 
yome figures concerning conjugal in­ 
felicity which are in black contrast 
to conditions where 
thrift 
prevails 
instead of profligacy. 
So serious is 
the wa atoll waste of human happi­ 
ness and desirable parenthood that 
Judge A. D. Petit has taken official 
notice of the matter. 
“Marriage must be made more dif­ 
ficult,” said Judge Petit. “I am going 
to suggest to the supreme court in 
June that there shall be one court of 
domestic relations and that divorces 
shall be granted, not for any legal, 
fundamental reasons, but for the hu­ 
man values in the case . And that
